O ut of 1 200 b us h ­ 
els of oats n o t more Than 200 b us h ­

All of th e good m achin ery , en ough 
to completel y equip a big fa rm , in ­ 
clud in g a n ew wagon , boug h t last 
week, bin d ers, mowers, corn plows, 
p o ta to plan ters, etc., a n d four b ug ­ 
gies a n d coun tless o th e r articles 
of 
value were co n sum ed by the flames. 
T h e b arn itself 
was a substa n ti al, 
well equippe d build in g, size 50x7 2. 
Not even the fo un d a tio n s 
are left 
st a n d in g. T he o th e r build in gs b ur n ­ 
ed are th e hog house, In which th ree 
or four hogs 
p erished ; 
th e milk 
house, tan k house a n d the corn crib, 
which probably co n ta in ed 100 b us h ­ 
els or more of corn . T he big straw 
pile was also burn e d .
